Horrors of Russian Peral System 
Are Described 


Nothing more dramatic has : oc- 
cured, with the turning of the leaf in 
Russiarm history ,from czardom to 
republic, than the processional of ex- 
iles out of the dungeons, mines and 
frozen morasses of Siberia, Though 
a ukase of the Czar in 1900 modified 
the rigors 6f the Russian penal sys- 
tem and restricted exile to’ political 
offenders—who might be-transported 
to other regigns as well as Siberia— 
the region still remained the burial 
ground of many a life that had bud- 
ded-in promise and aspiration. It is 
estimated that between the years 
1807*and 1899, ere the edict went into 
effect, a mighty army of 865,000 had 
known -the torture of body and tor- 
ment of soul to which George Ken- 
nan and others have. directed the 
world’s indignant pity. After the in- 
surrection of 1863 nearly 50,000 Poles 
were sent at once to Siberia, Froin 
1880 till the ukase was issued 20,0C9 
this fate. 
I'rom 20,000 to 40,000 persons at one 
time in recent years were living the 
life of ‘outlaws in the forests, trying 
to gct back to their homes. 

It is from such a “horror of the 
shade” that the emeute in Russia has 
released the pitiable rabble of per- 
haps 100,000 now making their way 
by sledges over the frozen wilder- 
ness to points along the railway. 
Many of these persons had surren- 
déred all hope of a return from a liv- 
ing death to the normal existence of 
industry and domesticity, They had 
forgotten the semblance, of their for- 
mer selves. They were like the ‘man 
in Tolstoi’s “Resurrection,” whose 
countenance réminded one of a poa- 
teto sprouting in a.cellar. Hi

Siberian exiles have merely ° disap- 
peared from the face of the earth 
without being heard of again. These 
modern victims of the old cegime had 
heads and—often in 
shackles—accepted a similar destiny. 
Suddenly a great light shone upon 
their black despair. A ‘ruler was 
compelled to abdicate and with him 
there was dethroned the system of 
absolutism that terrorized his whole 
domain. The uprising would be 
worth nfore than the temporary dis- 
comfort and travail of readjustment.

while they swept the platter almost 
clean in the athletic fields. If there 
could be a stheme invented that 
would put the large groups of boys 
who idle away their time in the pool 
halls and on the streets out on thie 
farms during the summer months, it 
would be of incalculable advantage to 
them and their _country.—Omaha 
World-Herald.

Alberta mast know are the needs of 
the Alberta Ked Crosn, Mre, Waagen; 
Superintendent of Supplies of the 
Alberta Provincial Braneh, speaking 
in Calgary the otherday said: - 

“The last official report of out ‘Red 
Crovs Commissioner, published in 
the Red Cross Bulletin for February, 
showed that in order. to meet de- 
tuands, 4803 more‘cases of Red Cross 
supplies had been issued from our 
London warehouses than were re- 
Geived in one month. A_ ferther 
advice stated: “In Consequence of 
the depletion of uur stores, we were 
only able to supply one half our 
customary 5,000 cases to France 
during December. 

“Our needs are: greater than they 
ever we 

“Our Mrecv0 stores are depleted. 

“Demands upon the society are 
increasing, 

“Money is required forthe purchase 
of drugs, medicines aud hospital 
equipment. 

“supplies ure urgently needed. 
The price of raw, material has 
doubled, therefore, wore muney: is 
required to purchase the materials 
out of which supplies are made. 

Many women in “Kngland and 
France who are able to give.time to 
making supplies are pow engaged ip 
other work. How are Canadian 
women to make gcod this shortage 

of workers? Lust sear, during the 
‘}suinmer months, our output of Reu 
Cross supplies in Alberta decreased 
10 per cent.- This is because we ate 
an agricultaral community, aud dur- 
ing the summer mouths our country 
women wre obliged to give their time 
to farming, and cannot do the same 
umount of sewing for the Red Cross. 


Early Fishing Season 


The fishing season in Alberta will 
Open sixteeu dass carlier than has 
beenthe case.

Appalling Losses 
Of The Germans 


Germany lost 200,000 men 
killed, wounded and captured 
in the period from April 16 to 
May 1, on the French front 
alone. In two week since May 
1, it is estimated, her additional 
losses have been proportionate- 
ly greater even than this stag- 
gering mortality. Figures on 
which this estimate is based 
are those of headquarters, 
They are conservative. The 
totals may be much more. 

Between April 16 and 27 ‘it is 
known the Germans were 
forced to withdraw 20 divisions 
(approximately 300,000 men) 
from the front, replacing them 
with fresh reserves. Since that 
date more than a dozen addi- 
tional divisions have been sim- 
ilarly replaced. Many German 
divisions have been practically 
wiped out. 

Germany has’ withdrawn 
forty divisions. (approximately 
600,000), from the Russian east 
front and hurried them, to 
France to oppose the Franco- 
British offensive, according to 
information from Russian 
headquarters featured today in 
Petrograd newspapers, ©

Why Milk Turns Sour 


Ways in Which to Defeat the Work 
of the Microbe 


Milk turns sour becausé a little mi- 
crobe, known ‘as the milk microbe; 
gets into it, and being very fond of 
the sugar which is in the milk, turns 
this sugar into an agid, 

If we could keep milk entirely 
away from the air after the cow is 
milked, it would not turn sour, but 
as soon as it is exposed to the air 
these microbes, which are constantly 
in the air, drop ito the milk. They 
are alive although invisible to. the 
naked eye; If when they drop into 
the milk it is warm enough to enable 
them to do their work, they attack 
the sugar in the milk and turn it in- 
to acid. Their attempt to sour the 
milk can be overcome by keeping it 
at a low temperature in the refriger- 
ator, but as soon as the milk is tak- 
en out of the refrigerator and left 
out long enough to become warm, 
the microbe begins to work and the 


milk cannot be made sweet again. If] § 


the milk is boiled as soon or shortly 
after the cow is ‘milked the sugar in 
the milk is changed in such a way 
‘that the microbe cannot feed upon 
it, This, however, does not imply 
that milk should always be boiled, as 
we know that that impairs its desir- 
ability as food.

Writing to the Paris Matin some} hands! 


one who spent four months in the 
Krupp foundries at Essen gives his 
impressions of what is being produc- 
ed there: “Three hundred. thousand 
workers, of whom about 60,000 are 
women, marshalled-in gangs on day 
and night shifts, sweat blood and 
water in order that the Emperor 
shall not lack projectiles. All these 
people, with the exception of the 
women have been impressed by the 
military authority. The ages of the 
men, are from eighteen to forty-six 
years, and they are all told off for 
the manufacture of munitions, is 
the same with the specialists above 
the age of forty-five up to fifty. 

“The salaries paid them for work- 
ing thus from six o'clock in the. 
morning to six at evening for the 
day shift,.and from six in the even- 
ing to six in the morning, for the 
night shift, varies between eight and 
fteen marks a day.

Keep Minard’s Liniment in the house 


When Russian Soldiers Sing 


March the Streets Singing Their 
Wild Russian Songs 


Nowadays there are soldiers, every- 

where in Petrograd—big blond boys 

in long tan overcoats with flat caps 

slapped rakishly over one ear. They 

drill in dozens of squares, on the cob- 

blestones space below the dome of 

St. Isaac’s—which suggests St, Pe- 

ter’s and) Rome—and march the 

streets day and night; singing their. 

tremendous Russian songs. ; 

Three or four files start the air, af- 

ter a measure or two the next sec- 

tion comes in, and so on down the 

street until presently the whole col- 

umn is booming a sort of “round.” 

The song, wild and melancholy with 

tremendous basses, goes down the], 
strect in a series of waves, and as one 
descends in front of you another is 
flung to the housetops a little way 
down the block. 

They march slowly, with a curious 
rolling of the shoulders and swinging
